The Besetting Evil ot the Army. 


WASHINGTON 
Oct. HI. — General 


Miles, commanding the Division of tho 
Pacific, in his annual report just re- 
ceived at tho War Department recom- 
mends some changes in enlistment laws 
to check desertion—tho principal evil 
besetting the army. An examination o£ 
the reports of desertion, he says, shows 
that a large percentage of the men "•)"> 
ueseiu,-...., Jlu ..(jjjmi^u.ni. r-ympatby 
or regard for the welfare of the Govern- 
ment, and nearly all who desert are en- 
listed in or near large cities 
This in- 


dicates that the class of deserters arc 
men of low moral type, and desert under 
the worst influences of those cities. 
Hence, this class of %ien should lie 
avoided, and he recommends that more 
care be taken in the selection of re- 
cruits. 
He recommends that the term 


of enlistment be three years instead of 
five, and the pay of sergeants be made 
fifty dollars per month, and the pay of 
non-commissioned othcers be increased 
fifty per cent.

I Evidence for Tbe People in the 


Faunce Murder Case. 


Locating tlie Crime and Identifying the 


Weapon—Notes. 


Ephraim Faunce is now on trial for his 


life before Judge Hughes and a jury iu 
the circuit court, for the murder of Mat 
McKinley, who waa shot dead on South 
Frapklin street, on the night of July 3d, 
1889, at about 9:05 o'clock. Fannce is 
defended by I. D. Walker, J. R. Burres 
and Fred A. Brown, and States Attorney 
Mills and A. H. Mills conduct the prose- 
cution. The people are confident of con- 
viction, with a possibility of securing the 
death penalty at the hands of the jury. 
The defense will try to establish an alibi, 
claiming that Faunce was on Lincoln 
Square, three blocks from the scene of 
the murder, at the time the crime was 
committed. 


WEDNESDAY, OCT. 30.—AFTKBNOON. 


At the conclusion of the opening 


speeches, which are alluded to in this 
issue on the first page, the people began 
offering testimony. 


TOE EVIDENCE. 


Dr. U. D. Ileil testified: I am a practicing 


pliyaician, and have been since February, 18417. 
At present am the county physician of Macon 
county. On the eveuiue ot July 3, '89 I was 
called to see a man who nad been shot; found 
the man lying on the sidewalk on the east sldo 
of South Franklin street, between East Main and 
Wood streets. The wounded man was In a posi- 
tion half lying, half Bitting, against the brick 
stable on the south side of the alley running east 
and west between Main and Wood streets. 
Can't say just what time I was called; did not 
look at my watch until after I made an examina- 
tion of the wounds. 
I learned afterwards the 


wounded man was Matt MeKlnley. 
I did not 


know him, and to the best of my knowledge that 
was the first time I had seen him 
He breathed 


once after I arrived, quite an interval having 
elapsed after 1 arrived until he respirated. (Julie 
a crowd had gathered when I arrived there, and 
many people were hurrying in that direction. I 
looked at my watch about five minutes after the 
man died, and It was then 9:15 o'clock. I re- 
member that distinctly. 
My watch may have 


been one or two minutes off either way—not ab 
solutely correct. From this I judge I arrived at 
the scene at about eight or ten minutes after I) 
o'clock. I made an examination of the parts 
exposed and found a wound on the right super- 
orbital ridge, about an eighth of an inch to the 
right of the median line. The wound was a 
vertical one, between one-quarter and one-eighth 
of an inch in length, and cut through the scalp 
to the skull 
I made no further examination at 
that time. The skull was not fractured. 
LA re- 
volver was banded the witness J 
It is pos- 


sible that such a wound as was ou McKinley's 
forehead could have been made with the re- 
volver in striking an overhand blow. Tlie sight 
on the end of the barrel of the weapon could 
make such a wound; possibly the hammer could 
do it. The wound was deepest in tlie center, 
showing that it might have been iniltcted with 
such an instrument as the sight is, in striking an 
overhand blow. The force of the blow necessary 
to make a wound such as was on McKinley's 
head, wouid no doubt be sufficient to knock a 
man down 
I made no further examination at 
that time. 
In ten or lifteen minutes the re- 


mains were conveyed to Perl's undertaking es- 
tablishment on North Mala street 1 went there 
and made a further examination, finding a 
wound in the breast about three inches above 
the right nipple. It was a circular wound suuh 
as would be produced by a bullet. The next 
day, July 4th, I made a post mortem examina- 
tion and found that the bullet had taken a down- 
ward course, inclining to the median line. The 
ball passed through the cliegt cavity downward, 
and again to the right. My belief was tha* the 
ascending venacava had been cut by thebui.ut, 
because the chest cavity was filled with coagu- 
lated veinous blood. The bullet wound was a 
mortal one and caused McKinley's death. The 
wound on the forehead was not a mortal one. 
The two mentioned were tbe only wounds found 
on the body. [Ilere the revolver was again 
given the witness.] I believe the wound was 
caused by a bullet of the size used iu this re- 
volver. I could not say that McKiuley's clothes 
were powder burned, though they were black- 
ened some. [State's Attorney Mills here got on1 
his left band and left knee, bending forward 
slightly, holding up his right hand as if to ward 
off a blow] "Would a bullet now striking me 
where McKinley was shot take the course fol- 
lowed by the bullet that killed McKinley" In 
answer to this tbe doctor said it was almost im- 
possible to say positively, for there was never 
any assurance as to the course a bullet would 
take, but that such a thing was possible 


Cross-examined by F. A. Brown—I was in my 


office when called to see McKinley. Don't re- 
member who called me. Walked hurriedly to 
the scene, going on the north side of fiast*Maln 
street. Can't say that I walked east on Ease

tween Wood and Main streets; It was an hour 
after I first arrived until the search commenced; 
were still persons lingering there. The mouth 
of the alley had tlie appearance of having been 
tramped upon a good deal. After the revolver 
was picked UD, continued the search east; 
thought we saw tracks down the alley; thought 
we could distinguish a particular track; fol- 
lowed his track to the gas; works; the tracks led 
around a bara in the rear of a boarding house, 
and I'went into the boarding house; then went 
back to the alley. Followed a path through the 
weeds to the ravine, and satisfied ourselves; 
some one had crossed the branch; after we 
crossed the branch we lost siglitof the tracks; 
can't say the tracks we followed were the same 
all the way; at the;time we thought perhaps 
they were; track did not always have the same 
appearance. In the path saw only one track; 
thought it was fresh; some thought the track 
was the same all the way; I did not, at least 
was not positive. The revolver was found 25 or 
26 feet east in the alley from Franklin street I 
stepped the distance. 


Re-direct by Mills: We found many tracks as 


far i-ast as Jackson street, and some trucks east 
of Jackson street; it was'ijuite dry; could see 
the track most plainly Just inside the alley east 
of Jacksou street, at the gas works and at the 
ravine. The place Is used as a public alley. 
East of where we fountl the revolver it was dry, 
until \\e reached the alley; we could distinguish 
tracks in the dust; can't say we followed a par- 
ticular track. There were very many west of 
Jackson street; possibly a dozen eubt; could 
not \\itli certainty follow a certain track from 
Franklin street through the alley; sometimes 
for IB or 1C feet we could see no tracks. In three 
places only could we see the full form of the 
track; they did not always correspond; thought 
we saw a fresh trail leading Into the yard at the 
boarding house. We searched the house as far 
as permitted; when we continued the search 
found one track on each side of the ravine; 
searched on Broadway and saw tracks there. 


Fi.ink Plumer, examined by I. i{. Mills, testi- 


fied* Frank Plumer lives on South Webster 
.street. Am a grocer; have been tor 17 years; 
do business on North Park street. Knew Matt 
McKiiiley since he was ten years old. Would 
say jMatt weighed IGO pounds, possibly more. He 
worked for me, driving delivery wagon, worked 
for me about niue years. He was of a quiet dis- 
position and a good worker. I icmcmber of 
seeing him on July 3 in the evening. He was at 
the store till 9 o'clock; was in front of the store 
most of the time. I know Mrs. Griffith and Mrs, 
Smith. They were at my store that night. They 
came about 8 o'clock and stayed in the store. 
Did not see them talk to McKinley. They were 
there probably an hour. Seldom keep open after 
a o'clock. Have a timepiece In the store. Closed 
the store at 9 o'clock. The women weie there. 
They left as locked up. It was then 'J o'clock. 
Didn't notice when the women left. Saw McKin- 
ley after the women left. He was in the store, 
lie came Bad asked me for 23 cents, and then 
lelt the store and I locked the door. After I 
lucked the door 1 saw Matt. Henry Meyer was 
with me. 1 went to Franklin street iinrt then 
south to Main street. Young Meyer was with 
me. Mrs. Itosemejer was with them on the 
walk w hen I left. Saw Matt EO across the street 
and go south into the park. McKinley lived on 
Cemetery street. Sometimes he went home by 
way ot Franklin, and sometimes by Main. Some- 
tunes went down with me on Franklin street. 
Went east on South side of Main street. Itehl- 
ing owns the house on the corner of Main and 
Franklin streets, lie lives at the alley between 
Wood and Mam streets. I saw poisons at the 
corner, don't know who they were. 1 think it 
was moonlight at the time. 1 went east on .Main 
street half A block, to Henry Bauer's store, be- 
lore I stopped. As I turned on to East Mam 
slicet, thought 1 heard women south of me. 
They ulkttil loudly. I could not see 1 horn; could 
/not recognize a peison a half a block away. 1 
was at Henry Bauer's place a hall a minute 
when some one s.ild a man had been shot on 
Franklin street. 1 hurried; found a man lying 
on the ground. Several persons were there- 
four or live. The man was lying sg,unst the 
barn, just at the alley. His back WHS against 
the stable, his head resting on his hand. 1 could 
uotiecogiiizuiiliii; it was too dark. .Someone

Fannie O'Gorman, the actress, -who 


was brought to Decntnr from Grayville, 
111., with Ed. Morton, on an attachment, 
is in court impatiently waiting to give 
her testimony for the defense. It is un- 
derstood that she will give evidence to 
the effect that Faunce did not start from 
Oakland Park on the night of the mur- 
der until about the time the Prime was 
committed, and further that ehe paid his 
way to the city on the street car. 


Ed. Morton is in custody. He too is 


to testify for the defense. He is an ac- 
tor. Both Morton and Miss O'Gorman 
have an engagement to go on the road 
with the Forum dramatic company, which 
is to start from Grayville to-day to fill 
dates. They are extremely anxious to 
get awny, but the prospects are that they 
will have to linger here a week or ten 
days before they will be called upon to 
go on the stand. Miss O'Gorman states 
that she didn't have the money to come 
to Decatur to attend the trial, and that 
is why an officer had to go after her. 


Mr, and Mrs, Hezekiah Faunce, parents 


of the prisoner, are in court, and occupy 
chairs near the defendant. His brother 
Gash Faunce, is also in court. The de- 
fendant has another brother, Frank 
Faunce, who is working on a farm nenr 
Springfield. Mrs. Marietta Eosebroiiifh 
is a married sister, residing at Centrahn, 
111., and Miss Sadie Faunce is another 
sister.

WALTER S. SIMPSON". 


Have known Jack Faunco rive or six years.

THUBSDAY, OCT. 31.—FORENOON. 


The court room was well filled this 


morning by witnesses in the case and 
spectators. The evidence was as fol- 
lows: 


H. S. McDonald, examined by Mills, testified; 


I am a lawyer. Was in Decatur on July 3,18S9. 
Was on Franklin street that night. It was be- 
tween East Main street and the next alleynorth, 
[Witness was interrogated at great length as to 
the names of streets near where the murder was 
committed, and the directions of their course.] I 
know vhere Myer & Piumer's grocery store Is, 
about half-way between State and FrankKn 
streets on North Park street. Stoner's drug 
store Is on the corner of North State and South 
Park streets. I know where Pete Sells' saloon 
is. I know where Clarkson's saloon Is situated. 
I know where Grinders marble shop is. [All 
the places were described by the witness, as 
well as a number of other places supposed to 
have been visited by Faunce that evening,] I 
think I was near the place where McKinley was 
killed shortly after the killing. Went away and 
returned again In about an hour. A crowd was 
there. Was not directly on the spot at first. 
When I returned I was accompanied by Joe 
Grass and others I do not remember. Still a 
crowd there. When I returned a search was 
made for evidence and a lantern was procured. 
Possibly ten or twenty people went into tlie 
alley. I had the lantern and swung it back and 
forth as we proceeded, to see if we could dis- 
cover anything. Thought I saw a revolver. 
Could not distinguish what it was. Skimmer- 
horn picked it up, I can locate within a foot 
the place where the revolver was picked up;

Mrs. Itcsemeyer was there when 
the store was closed ; can't say I saw the 
women leave the store. Mrs, Eosemeyer 
was there when we were leaving.

I heard no voices as we 
passed the corner ot Main nnd Franklin 
streets. I paid no attention to the per- 
sons we passed. 
Don't know where the 


women went when they left the store. 
They left two or three minutes before I 
did. I think it was 9 o'clock when we 
left because Mr. Plumer said it was 9, 
and time to close. I don't know that the 
women bought goods or that they talked 
to Mat. 
That night was the first time I 


saw them there at night except on Satur- 
day night. 
Don't remember tHat she 


(Mrs. G.) made a practice of being at the 
store at night. Mat always stayed until 
we closed the store. Previous to this one 
night she would oomeiand buy her goods 
and leave at once. Sometimes I would 
get beer and we would all drink. Matt 
did not get it more often than I did. 
Never saw Mrs. Griffith and Matt to- 
gether. I have been with Matt when he 
delivered groceries at 
Mrs. Griffith's 
boose when we were on our way home, 
the same as be did for other customers. 
Never went, there with Matt and left him 
there while I delivered other goods at 
other places. 


Be-direct by Mills—Matt treated Mrs. 


Griffith like all customers—except that 
he did not give all customers beer.
